Antioch Lt. Thomas Fisher said the widow 

contacted the police shortly after the man 

did not show up. 

"He must have smelted a rat or 
something." said Fisher. She went to the 
bank and he never showed, he said. 

Antioch police have a warrant out for the 
arrest of a man who .was identified in a 
similar incident in Antioch in March. Fisher 
said the same\man is suspected in this in- 
cident as'wejl as an Arlington Heights in- 
cident which happened Dec. 18: 

In March the suspect, who police describe 
as "very slick." swindled $2,800 Jrom a 
recently widowed Antioch woman through 
the same process. " 



"It's happening all over the area,". Fisher 
said. "We believe it's the same guy." 

Fisher said the swindler targets women 
and men who are recently widowed, par- 
ticularly the elderly. Hfe discovers they are 
widowed through the local newspapers. -\, 

. -He will call, his victims on "the telephone 
arid tell them something is wrong with their 
accounts and -during the conversations he 
will find but the victims' account number and 
nameof bank , Fisher s aid. 

, J; After.,; the man has the. necessary in- 
formation, he will say he is an-emj>Ioy<?e of 
the bank and set up a meeting to straighten 
; out the problem, Fisher sa id. 

At the meeting, the man will tell his victim 
to withdraw the- account money from a 
certain teller. He says the money will be 
marked. He tells the victims to give him the 
money and he will be able to determine 
which bank employee is messing up the 
account, Fisher said. 

While the victims wait in the lobby, the so- 
called bank employee disappears with the * 
money, Fisher said. 

The suspect is identified as a while male. 
40 years old, 6-foot, 190 to 200 pounds, dark 
hair and brown eyes and a black and gray 
beard. 

Fisher said that anybody receiving such a 
phone call should contact the police iirA 
mediately. *

The title of Mr. USA doesn't come easy-- 
espccialiy for those who have a professional 
career to pursue eight hours a day. 

But the national'body building title is the 
next goal of oral surgeon Val Vallesc who in 
September joined the practice of Antioch 

dentist Robert T. Sven^ 439 Lake St. 

After winning . several body building 
awards, the 27-year-old dentist, who lives in 
Lake Geneva, Wis., is busy training for ihc 
Mr. USA competition scheduled for July. 

"It would be easier for me if I wasn't 
working so much. But the only really tough 
time Is. right before the competition," said 
Vallesc.' who has missed a -total of four work 
days due to competitions,'. < - 

"For- moist, men in the professional^ ranks, 
body building is a life. aspiration. -Most-arc 
sponsored by gyms and train all day long,"' 
he said. "I want to win a national contest, bill 
I try not to take contests so seriously that I 
get so wrapped iip in it that I don't do 
any thing clse^ I -^-^^—--"~^"T i ~ 



Twelve weeks before a competition Vallese 
will work out twice a day six days a week. He 
will wcightlift from 5:30 to 8 a.m. and 
practice aerobics and posing techniques for 
an hour in the evenings"* " 

"My social life life deteriorates during that 
lime," Vallesc explained. "I'm always 
dieting and working out. I've lost up to 30 
pounds before a competition." 

Vallese, who tries to compete in at least 
one body building competition a year, may 
get his weight up to 220 and then come down 
to 190 right before a contest. 

During the months away from a contest. 
Vallese cuts his work out sessions to. four 
days a week, but he is set on staying on a 
rigid eating schedule: 'jl cat every three 
hours. I have to get up 'early to pack all the . 
food I'm going local all day." A$i . -;.^!. ' 

In the last three years Vallese has ranked 

high in a number of body building com- 

petilons. In 1384. he earned the title of Mr. 

'.Wisconsin and- placed second in the. Mr, 

I Midwest competition.— --1— — ±&1&& 




In 1983, he earned the titles of Mr. 
Milwaukee and Mr. Badger. In June he 
placed in the lop five in the Jr. Mr. America 
competition, which qualified him to compete 
for the Mr. USA title. 

Vallese entered, his first body building 
competition in 1982 while in dentistry school 
at Marquette University. A man he worked 
out with entered a power lifting event at the 
YMCA and nudged Vallese into entering the 
association's body building^ompe.tition. 

From there he used body building not just 
as a diversion from academic stress, but as a 
competitive sport: He has a: trainer at the 
Weight Station in Lake Geneva. His older 
brother' from New Jersey travels to com- 
petitions as his manager: -

Vallese works hard in the office and in the 
■gym,. He said he enjoys the respect of a 
doctor, but also likes to be one of the guys in

. "I don't tell many people that I'm a dentist 
. because they won't believe me anyway. It's' 
not a real well-liked profession and the next 
thing you know, they'll be opening their 
mouths: and telling you they "have a tooth

And at the office. Vallese keeps a low 
profile about body building, but people still 
notice that something is "different" about 
him. ' .- " " 

"It's good and bad. Mostly I look young 
and people arc less apt to have respect for 
me as a professional dentist. I just don't look 
like a dentist. 

"Patients will be asking me. 'How old are 
you,?' or "Did you graduate?'. Their initial 
reactions arc I look a little loo young." 

But Vallese said he answers the questions 

and after a while people understand that he 

is out there to do a job. Children, oh the other

sport- -and only if body building brought up 

"Will he talk about it. 

Before coming to Antioch. Vallese worked 
at Hudson Family Dental Services in New 
Y^rk, where he primarily worked with 
handicapped patients. The dentist who had 
created the special position, he explained, 
hurt his back and nobody else wanted the job. 
"It was a good challenge"," said Vallese. 
recalling a 210-pound girl patient who would

not cooperate with him for three months 
even with the helpof her father. . 
. "But it got to the point where she didn't 
need any help. One lime I walked her out to 
the waiting room and she gave me a big hug. 
That's when it's all worth it." 

Vallese; who refuses to get wrapped up in a 
job. said he doesn't like to drink alcohol, 
watch T.V. or sit around during his hours 
away from work. 

Vallese has taken an interest in modeling 
and has done commercials for N.E.C. and 
Dungeons and Dragons. He has done 
modeling for Pabst Brewing. Johnson Wax. 
John Deere, Olympia Beer, among others. 

He also captured a part in the made-for- 
tclevision feature- film "Dreamweaver." 
which is scheduled to be shown Ihis month. 

Most of Vallese's modeling and com- 
mercials were done .while in school, but he 
said he still takes occasional jobs. 

"You don't live so you can work., you work 
so you can live."

"Our philosophy is to provide care for the 
terminally ill whether or not they can pay for 
it," STAR Director Karen McArdle, R.N. 
says. "To stay in business.^so to speak, we 
have to rely on the goodness of other people/' 

The . STAR hospice, because of its 
philanthropic nature, operates at a deficit 
and relies on contributions and volunteer 
workers. The volunteers, as well as the 
professionals, are selected for the STAR 
team based upon respect for the human 
experience. .

We value life more and 
more through each successive death." 

The STAR team is available on a 24-hour, 
seven-day-a-week basis, to provide care and 
comforpfor the terminally ill patient and his 
or her family through its home care,- 
hospitanzaiion or bereavement ser_yjces< 

Terminally ill patients are admitted to the 
STAR Hospice Unit based upon the following 
guidelines: the patient and his or her family 
are aware of the diagnosis and the life- 
threatening nature of the illness; control of 
acute symptoms of the terminal illness 
(pain, nausea, discomfort) is the focus of 
treatment chosen by the patient as opposed 
to aggressive or experimental treatment to 
cure the disease; and the patient ( or the care 
giver with whom the patient will live) resides 
in northern Lake County in the service area 
of the STAR Hospice. 

Upon admission to the STAR Hospice, 
three types of service are available to the 
patient and his or her family to provide the 
utmost comfort during this difficult stage. 
. At $20 a week, a STAR patient is provided 
with on-call 24-hour home care service by the 
hospice's own staff of nurses, social workers 
and volunteers.

New Life For Des Plaines 
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A new lease on life is in store .for the 
historic DesPlaines River, a waterway 
meandering througlreastern Lake County 
that has been pillaged and plundered as 
much a4 any river in the midwest since the 
arrivatnf the white man. 

(proximately 300 years -after the early 
rench explorers wended their way south in 
:anoes through what is now northern Illinois, 
an innovative program will be undertaken to 
restore a portion of the DesPlaines in the 
vicinity of the Village of Wadsworth. 
r Under the auspices of Wetlands Research 
Inc., a five year program with a budget in 
excess of $9 million will begin in March of 
1986 to restore the river and adjacent lands to 
what is believed to have been its state in the 
""middle. 1800's. An estimated 400 acres will be 
involved, all but a small part of it on land 
controlled by the Lake County Forest 
Preserve District. 

The program, which already has attracted 
national attention, will be directed by Donald 
Hey. Ph.D., executive director of Wetlands 
Research. On the basis of his 20 years 
research, Dr. Hey has designed an extensive 
excavation program to construct saucer-like 
depressions for water retention. With a 
system of' pumps and hydraulic flow gates, 
water will be directed to the holding facilities 
to recharge the natural wetlands that have 
been drained over the years for farming and 
extensive gravel mining. With the 
restoration of the wetlands, the stage will be

set for reintroduction of the flora and fauna 
known to be present a century ago. One of the 
things to be. done will -be burning off ex- 
tensive scrub wooded growth along the banks 
to enable the natural prairie grasses to grow 
again. Dr. Hey hastens to add that modern 
man will not be forgotten In the wetlands 
restoration. For instance, there will be 
facilities for canoing and fishings- 

•Besides the landmark wetlands 
restoration, Dr. Hey envisions immediate 
flood control benefits besides the obvious 
aesthetic benefits.

By now, Commonwealth Edison customers 
are painfully aware of the company's latest 
rate tuke-$494.8< million granted by the 
Illinois Commerce Commission (ICC) in 
October.

Receive Grants 



Seven Lakeland area 
libraries will receive stale 
library' grants totaling 
$4,487,315 this "year, 
Secretary of State and State 
'Librarian, Jim Edgar lias 
announced. 

Edgar said that this is the 
first time that libraries will 
be fully funded under 
provisions of the per capita 
program as required by 
state law. 

In ail, 498 libraries 
statewide will receive' more 
than $9.3 million in per 
capita grants, almost double 
the amount distributed by 
Edgar last year, In addition, 
$510,428 in equalization gran- 
ts was awarded to 92 
libraries' throughout the 
state.v 

"State per capita grants to 
local libraries have in- 
creased dramatically since 
1981," Edgar said. 

"That year the grant 
foumula allocated just 21 
cents for each local taxpayer 
served by. a library. For the 
first time, we are able this 
year to meet the statutory 
requirement that state sup- 
port total one dollar per tax- 
payer," he added.

Edgar said libraries are 
eligible for per capita grants 
only if they, meet three 
criteria. They must apply for 
federal revenue sharing fun- 
ds, work to meet Illinois 
public library standards and 
levy local taxes at a rate of 
at least 0.13 percent.

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(Continued from Page 9 A) 
recover the full effect of that," McArdle 
says. "We follow a family after a death so 
they can create a new life for themselves." , 

The STAR Hospice offers both an adult 
grief support group which meets twice a 
month as well a children's grief 'support 
group. Thisfoereavement service is available 
not only to patients' families butlo (he entire 
public, free of charge. ' 

"It's open to the public because I felt there 
were few organized services to help people 
throught this difficult time in their lives," 
McArdle explains. Most of the people who 
use the bereavement service are from the 
general public. - 

The bereavement workers get an abun- 
dance of calls, during December because 
grieving people often have difficulty coping 
with the holidays. McArdle says. During this 
time, they also make extra calls to the family 
members-.of patients in the STAR program 
who recently died. 



Because the STAR workers come intodaily 
contact with terminal illness and death, the 
hospice has its. own bereavement support 

wi t hint he staff . A psychologist also visits the 
staff about twice a month to help them 
confront any emotional. problems related to 
their wnrk, McArdle says. > 

Since the origin of the STAR Hospice five 
years ago, there were only about six other 
hospices in Illinois. Now there are about 50 in 
the state. McArdle adds, and more families 
are calling in for STAR servicesbased upon 
word of mouth rather than doctors* 
recommendation. This is evidence that the 
STAR has touched the lives of many people, 
and will continue to do so.
